When the treaty came before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, Senator Davis of Minnesota,

ment providing that nothing in the treaty should “ap- 
ply to the measures that the der States may find 


necessary for securing, by its own forces, the defenses |: 


of the United States and the maintenance of public or- 
der.“ That amendment by, Senator Davis meant that 
the United States might fortify the canal if it saw fit. 
When the amendment was laid before the Foreign 
Relations Committee, there were nine Senators on that 
committee for it and two against. ‘Today, things have 
so changed since the death of Senator Davis that there 
now are five Senators for the amendment, five against 


it, and one, Senator Woleptt of Colorado, still undé- 
cided; but with somewhat of a. strong 


the amendment. 


The Cominittee on nad meet- 
ing today and talked over the treaty at some length 
and deeided, in view of the urgent condition of canal 


legislation, immediately to begin pressure to have the 


Senate ratify the treaty either with or without the 
amendment. This decision by the committee was 
later in the day reported, with the result that ther 
was today an executive session of the Senate, at which 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, who favored the de- 
fenses amendment, gave his reasons for his stand 


upon that important matter. 
Mr. Lodge said the Davis 6 did set give 


the United States the right to fortify the canal, but 
therein he differs in his opinion from other Senators, 
who talked many times with Mr. Davis about the 
meaning of his amendment. Mr. Lodge also told the 
Senate that he did not believe the treaty could be rati- 


| fied without the adoption of the Davis amendment. A 
canvass of the Senate was made today by those in- 


terested merely in knowing whether the treaty will be 
ratified with or without the Davis amendment. 

It will take fifty-eight votes to ratify the treaty. 
| Forty-three Senators are already put down as ready to 
vote for it without the Davis amendment added. These

Slauson, to whom was 
referred the matter of sending a repre- 
sentative to Washington to work in 
the interest of the Nicaragua Canal Bil)

men and means be sent to Washing- 


ton to look after any and all matters 


affecting the interests of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

The matter «t naming a battleship 
after the State of California was taken 
up, and the secretary was instructed to 
communicate with the Chamber of | 
Commerce of San Francisco and pro- 
cure a copy of resofutions passed by 
that body in order that the local organ- 
ization may adopt the same. It was 
also suggested that a sequest be made 
that one of tae large Sers now be- 
ing built be given the name of “Los 
Angeles.” 

A request was read from the Na- 
‘tional Live Stock .\ssecciation, asking 
that the Chamber of Commerce ap- 
point ten delegates to represent it at 
the convention to be held in Salt Lake. 
January 15 to 19, inclusive, The presi- 
dent was instructed to appoint dcele- 
gates as desired. 

A communication war read from the 
New York Hera. offering to publish 
the temperature and weather condi- 
tions under the head of Resorts pro- 
vided the chamber weuld. furnish the 
matter free of cost.

CRITICAL ESTIMATE OF THE PLAY. 


It is pleasant to read in “A Few 
de Navarro (Miss 
Mary Anderson) how every effort was 
made to make a successful play of 
“The Winter's Tale.“ Miss Anderson 
says that she followed the suggest on 
of Thomas Hall, and played tne two 
rts of Hermione and Perdita, thus 
eeping alive an unbroken interest n 
the mother and child, who have been 
separated for the best part of two 
acts, by the plan of the dramatist. 
Success crowned her efforts. I never 
heard more enthusiasm express«d 
within the walls of a theater than dur- 
ing the last week of Miss Anderson’s 
at the Lyceum. When a 
ceum au ſience shouts “Mary, Mary,” 
— demands a speech,“ one may 
sure that the Englishman feels some- 
thing, and mus give utterance to it. 
It was a triumph for Miss Anderson 
and a greater triumph‘ for Shake- 
speare. Would that all those older 
critics could have witnessed such ah 
ideal rendering of Shakespeare's last 
play. The beauty and grace with 
which Miss rson, as the shep- 
herdess Perdita, led the long dance of 
the shepherds and shepherdesses, the 
picturesque and lovely appearance she 
presented in the statue scene, leave 
two pictures upon the memory that 
can never be effaced, and readily make 
us believe that Shakespeare never cré- 
ated two scenes more potentially poet- 
ical and spectacularly Winters ‘Tal.

No one seems to know at what they 
took fright. They were standing near 
a shed in Hunter's back yard. They 
had been there many times before and 
whatever occurred to cause their agi- 
tation was not noticed by the two men. 

As the team came dashing down the 
driveway, Triplet tried to head them 
off. He managed to grab their bridies, 
but the team did not stop. They raced 
madly down the drive, dragging Trip- 
let with them.

As the wagon shot through the 
gate two of the wheels passed over the 
lower part of his body.

air, the wagon turned upside down, 
scattering hay and grain in a shower, 
half hiding the «beasts, who were 
dragg¢d by&he falling wagon half over 
in mid-air so that they fell on their 
sides. There was an appalling crash 
as the wagon hit the hard ground. 

In half a minute the street was filled 
with people. 

The horses were lying half stunned 
in a tangle of harness. There was no 
blood to be seen and no bones seemed 
to be broken. It began to look as 
— the horses were not seriously 

urt. 

The harness was taken off and one 
of the horses got to its feet. Someone 
started to lead it off home, but when 
it had gone a few yards, the stricken 
beast stopped. It lay down again and 
was dead in ten minutés from the time 
the accident occurred. 

The other horse lived half an hour. 
It seemed to have a broken leg when 
they got it to ite feet. It could not 
walk, but hobbled a few steps, drag- 
ging one hind leg. So they let it lie 
down again. 


lay still for just an instant, then 
struggied up to ite feet once more and 
went on. Its last trip ended, the ani- 
mal sank down with a groan by the 
side of the other horse. In a flash it 
was dead. The first had died on its 
left side. The second went down on 
ite right, even with the other, just as 
though they were in team. 

The harness was stripped off and 
taken away and the load went back to 
the yard in another wagon.
